Russians Seeking Last Pockets 
Of Resistance In Heroic Hungary 


V IENNA IPI — The overwhelm­ 
ing power of Russia's huge mili­ 
tary machine moved 
relentlessly 
today against the last pockets of 
Hungarian national resistance. 
The only major pocket left ta­ 
le ruined 
Budapest 
was 
at 
V, sepel Island, site of 
the 
na­ 
tion’s biggest industrial complex. 
Workers barricaded themselves 
in one of the big Danube island 
factories and continued to beat 
off determined 
attacks by So­ 
viet armor. 
Other pockets still held out in 
the Budapest suburb of Ujpest, in 
Dunapmtele (Stalinvaros), 
south 
of the Csepcl Island area, and at 
I tees. near the Yugoslav border, 
•fille last-stand rebels also fought 
cold, hunger and despair. 
The puppet premier installed by 
the Russians, Janos 
Radar, 
ad­ 
mitted in a speech over Budapest 
radio that groups of rebels still 
were holding out in cellars by day, 
emerging by night in larger groups 
for hit-and-run attacks. 
In the relentless Russian pur­ 
suit of the nationalist remnants, 
rev s of workers houses were shit­ 
t e d , a children’s clinic was wip­ 
ed out, hospitals were set afire.

CORRESPONDENTS 
returning 
from Budapest said the city was in 
the grip of indescribable 
horror, 
more horrifying even than they had 
seen in World War II. 
By the best available estimates, 


20,000 Hungarians died in the at­ 
tempt to break the grip of the So­ 
viet Union and 
communism 
on 
their country. Russian dead were 
estimated st from 4.000 to 5.000. 
Western correspondents back from 
Budapest brought these figures, 
and said the wounded numbered 
50,000, Russians and Hungarians. 
Hospitals were so crowded that 
litters carrying the wounded were 
directed to cellars 
and 
garrets, 
all crammed with suffering. 
In the Petoefi Hospital, one of 
Hungary’s largest, doctors have 
been operating for two days with­ 
out the aid of drugs. The wound­ 
ed are dying in great numbers 
because of the lack of antibiot­ 
ics. 
The first intoxicating 
taste 
of 
victory and freedom for the Hun­ 
garians a week ago has turned 
to crushing defeat at the hands of 
13 Russian divisions an estimat­ 
ed 200.000 men. 
Fighting 
against 
impossible 
odds, 
the 
Hungarian 
resistance 
had inflicted an 
initial 
military 
defeat on the two Russian divis­ 
ions which had occupied the coun­ 
try. But a week ago crack Soviet 
troops poured in. 
Of the 1,200 Soviet tanks sent 
in to attack in the Battle of Buda­ 
pest, 130 were destroyed by the 
insurgents, responsible 
observers 
reported. They did it with hand 
grenades and whatever other wea­ 
pons came to hand.

Business Year 
Seen Bigger 
And Better 
COLUMBUS 
Although Amer­ 
ica has weak spots in its economy, 
the nation faces a business year 
that will be bigger and better than 
ever, according to Grover Ensley, 
staff director of the Joint Commit­ 
tee on the Economic Report of the 
U. S. Congress. 
In Columbus Sunday, Ensley list­ 
ed these possible weak spots in the 
nation s economy: 
Increased industrial capacity — 
“ During the past few months, it 
seems to us that plant capacity 
has been expanded faster than con­ 
sumption. We might have an ex­ 
cess . . , 
Housing 
-—construction 
starts 
dropped from 1.400.000 to 1.100.000 
this year and will 
probably de­ 
crease to one million next year. 
Inflation — retail prices rose 2 
per cent, wholesale 3 per cent and 
construction 5 per cent this year 
and “ indications are they will in­ 
crease still more” making for a 
“ rather serious situation and some 
maladjustments.” 
Mergers—studies must be under­ 
taken by the government to deter­ 
mine if tax, credit and anti-trust 
policies are pressuring small busi­ 
ness into collapse or merger.

“ What we 
need is that the secretary general 
of th« 
United Nations coma to 
Budapesi today and not tomorrow. 
Thera bas been much too much 
voting and oratory. What we need 
is action now.” 
That was Josef Cardinal Minds- 
zenty, Roman Catholic .prince pri­ 
mate of Hungary, speaking. 
He 
was interviewed by Western 
re­ 
porters in Budapest Nov. 4. the 
day the Russians laid 
siege 
to 
Budapest. The story was bottled 
up for lack of communications un­ 
til today. 
The cardinal said Hungary could 
expect only “ greater oppression if 
the United Nations does not save 
us.” 
Cardinal Mindszenty, freed from 
his Communist captors Oct. 
30. 
was interviewed just before tak­ 
ing refuge in the U. S. Embassy 
in Budapest, where he remains. 
He said he had “ suffered torture 
in body and soul” at the hands 
of the secret police. 
“ It is God s miracle that I am 
here and am as I am,” he said. 
He refused to give any details 
of his arrest or the imprisonment. 
He said he was writing “ a detail­ 
ed report of these things, which 
are unspeakable and defy the im­ 
agination of every normal man.” 
He has sold the story of his im­ 
prisonment to an American maga­ 
zine for $250,000.

F - Medical 
students, a survey 
shows, 
are 
more apt to have recurring head­ 
aches than any other occupation­ 
al group. And farmers are the 
least susceptible. 
This was reported today by a 
Louisiana doctor in 
describing 
one of the most extensive sur­ 
veys ever made of the causes 
and distribution of one of man­ 
kind’s most prevalent disorders. 
The study showed that “ over 60 
per cent of the general popula­ 
tion have headaches.” 
And 
the 
survey, 
involving 
nearly 5,000 persons, showed al­ 
so that your chances of having 
recurring headaches are strong­ 
est if J ou are (I) a woman; ( 2 ) 
under 20 years of age; and (3) 
unmarried. 
People who are divorced or 
separated 
from 
their 
spouses 


are more apt to have them than 
happily married folks. 
People with no education at all 
are least apt to 
be 
sufferers 
among groups having varying de­ 
grees of education. 
Dr. Henry Ogden of Louisiana 
State University School of Med­ 
icine gave results of the study 
in a scientific exhibit at the 
opening of the 50th anniversary 
meeting of the Southern Medical 
Assn. 
Dr. Ogden said freshman and 
senior medical school students 
were questioned to get data on 
the headaches 
of 
college 
stu­ 
dents, and it 
was 
found 
that 
more than 80 per cent of them 
were victims, topping even bus­ 
iness executives, of whom 77 per 
cent are sufferers.

REVOLTS BEHIND the iron curtain 
could be the forerunner of the collapse of I 
the far-flung communist apparatus, though 
it is too early to make definite appraisal. 
It must be borne in mind that one of the 
key principles in communism is interna-1 
tional dictatorship. “ Bolshevism is^ world 
wide or it is nothing.” said a wise co m -1 
mentator 25 years ago. ‘Workers of the 
world, unite!” is the long-standing commu­ 
nist slogan. National lines are repudiated 
in the authentic Marx-Lenin pattern. For 
this reason there is serious doubt that na­ 
tional communism can long endure, though 
Tito and other local leaders seem to take 
that time. 
The present formula of Khrushchev and 
Bulganin bears all the earmarks of a tem ­ 
porizing policy, dictated by pressure of 
events and the menace of general revolt.

__________The illness of John Foster Dulles might 
PUBLISHER mean that he will not long remain in the 
Eisenhower Cabinet as Secretary of State. 
Dulles is 68 years old and during the past 
four years, he has not spared himself at 
all nor has he been spared by his critics. 
To go through four years more of that 
seems pretty close to impossible for a man 
who has undergone an operation for can­ 
cer. Although it is said that Dulles should 
be back on the job in six weeks, no one 
actually ever knows how long a conva­ 
lescence takes or what the side effects of 
an illness can be. 
At present the Acting Secretary of State 
is Herbert Hoover, Jr., and already attacks 
are being made upon him which are unre­ 
lated to his functions or abilities. For in­ 
stance, Senator Kefauver said in St. Paul 
that members of the Hoover family are in­ 
terested in Arabian oil which the elder Mr. 
Hoover denounced 
as a lie which, of 
course, it is. 
The ex-President rarely gets mad enough 
at human foibles, which are to be expected, 
but he dislikes liars although he has long 
been

However, should it become increasingly 
evident that John Foster Dulles will not or 
even may not return to his job in the State 
Department, the competition among Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower’s friends for this prime 
appointment will become tense and even 
unpleasant.

NEW YORK iP—Is man s best 
friend, the dog, losing out to the 
cat in A m erica” 
Now is a good time to explore 
the question of whether Tabby is 
taking over from Rover in the 
Am erican home, 
Although a pet census would 
probably show the United States 
still has millions more dogs than 
cats, there are other signs ten­ 
ding to show that the long hey­ 
day of the dog is beaded for twi­ 
light. 
He m ay still have the 
farm 
vote, but he is losing out in the 
cities, where be has become a 
casualty of a civilization which 
fits the cat very 
well 
but 
in 
which he is as out of place as a 
frog in a boudoir. 
Landlords, wives, and televis­ 
ion are three factors that com ­ 
bine to throw a deepening shad­ 
ow over the future of the dog, 
particularly in urban centers. 
Many landlords in M anhattan 
will allow their tenants to have 
children, cats, parakeets (or even 


a boa constrictor if you smuggle 
it in after dark ), but they draw 
the line at dogs. 
This is the rule where I live, a 
vast apartm ent project housing 
more than 2.000 fam ilies. When I 
asked why cats were perm itted 
but dogs were verboten, I was 
told: 
“ Ixjok. if 1.000 families here 
had children and 500 had cats, 
you wouldn’t hardly notice the 
cats, because they stay in the 
house But if the other 500 fam i­ 
lies had dogs, you 
know what 
we’d have? Lawsuits! 
“ You couldn’t mix cats, dogs 
and kids in a place like this with­ 
out getting chaos.’’ 
The growth of the equal rights 
movement has been even harder 
on dogs than it has been on hus­ 
bands. As w ises have assum ed 
a greater authority in the home, 
they have tended to give R o\er 
the heave-ho and 
replace 
turn 
with a kitty. 
They argue* that Rover is too 
noisy and boisterous, that he may 
be a good watchdog but a good

Stock Owners Slated 
To Get Record Flow 
Of Corporation Cosh

— Stock owners 
trying to puzzle out w hat’s hap­ 
pening in the post election market 
at

can take 
cheer today 
from the prospects for a bumper 
crop of dividends. 
A record flow of cash to the 
share owners so far this year is 
reported today by the New York 
Stock Exchange’s monthly m aga­ 
zine. The Exchange tallies nearly 
six billion dollars paid out in the 
first nine months to holders of 
common stocks listed on the big 
board. This is 17.7 per cent more 
than in the same period last year. 
Analysts of the corporate scene 
are betting that the total will be 
shelled further by year-end ex­ 
tras. no m atter how hesitant the 
m arket may be as it eyes the 
world’s trouble spots. 
They also see the small investor 
still adding to his holdings, with 
his odd-lot purchases topping his 
sales. Some Wall Street observers 
predict that 1955 and 1956 together 
will see odd-lot purchases exceed­ 
ing sales by more than 20 million 
shares. 
An odd-lot purchase is for a d ­ 
num ber of shares from I to 99 A 
round-lot is the established unit 
of trading. IOO shares. It is in the 
ranks of the odd-lot trader that 
the small investor is usually found 
— and his numbers have been 
growing since the war. 
The Exchange takes a look at 
each breed of trader as revealed 
in a study of stock transactions on 
tw-o days considered typical. 
The composite odd-lotter turns 
out to be a man about 46. making 
56.700 a year, and purchasing 25 
shares of stocks averaging $47 a 
share — or a total cost of $1,175. 
Men outnumber women, seven to 
three, although more women buy 
odd Jots than round lots 
The composite round-lotter is 50 
years old, making $16,500 a year 
For his 
IOO share purchase he 
chooses stocks averaging around 
$34.50 a share, making the round 
lot cost him $3,450. Round-lot trad- |

production.

farm ers operated under acreage 
limitations on basic crops. And the 
new soil bank program also result­ 
ed in some additional crop land 
being retired from production of 
commodities already in surplus. 
The departm ent said the 1956 
I corn 
crop, 
toaling 
3.412,000,000 
bushels, is the second largest of 
record—5 per cent above last year 
and ll per cent above average.

w-eathcr in October with helping 
to boost production totals for com, 
sorghum grain, rice, tobacco, po­
